Altfillisch while on |leave in 1945; he then returned to | aw
school in lowa and earned his degree in 1948; after a brief
fell owship at Yale University, he obtained a yearlong
clerkship with U S. Suprene Court Justice WIley Rutledge,

VWHEREAS, It was U S. Suprene Court Justice Stevens who

in 1951 to a position at what woul d becone Jenner & Bl ock;
Judge Tone was assigned to difficult cases and blue-ribbon
panel s, anong them was the highly publicized mail-fraud tri al
of a fornmer aide to the late Mayor Richard J. Daley in the

early 1970s; he was a partner at the Jenner & Block when he
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left in 1972 to becone a U. S. Court of Appeals judge in the
Northern District of Illinois; he was appointed to the

appel l ate bench in 1974; and

WHEREAS, After his brief tenure as a federal district
j udge, Judge Tone returned to Jenner & Block in 1980 and
alnost imediately served as outside counsel for a Senate
i nvestigation between Libyan officials and Billy Carter,
brother of then-President Jimy Carter; Judge Tone renai ned

at Jenner & Block until his retirement in 1997; and

counsel to the National Conmttee on the Causes and
Prevention of Violence from1968 to 1969, as chairman of the
I1linois Suprene Court Rules Comm ssion from 1968 to 1971
and as counsel to the U. S. Senate Subcommttee to investigate
individuals representing interests of foreign governnents in
